Employment 
Stable Here, 
Says Report 


ROCK FALLS — (Special)-, Em- 


ployment 
in the Dixon-Sterling 


area has been stable this summer, 
but unemployment has increased 
due to students entering the labor 
market, according to the July 
issue of "Labor Market Trends," 
publication of the Illinois State 
Employment Service, Rock Falls. 


The publication says, "This is 


the first summer since 1949 that 
students have experienced difficul- 
ty finding work in the area." 


During the reporting period cov- 


ered. April 15 to June 15, primary 
metals, lumber products and food 
processing 
industries 
increased 


employment, while e l e c t r i c a l 
equipment, non-electrical machin- 
ery and leather products industries 
declined 8lightly. 


Agricultural 
and 
construction 


employment remained strong dur- 
ing the period. Between 800 and 900 
school students were hired to de- 
tassel corn. Three hundred more 
youths were employed this year 
because of increased seed corn 
acreage. 


The Employment Service says a 


survey of workers registered in the 
Rock Falls office in June showed a 
surplus of male and female pro- 
duction workers, but a smaller 
supply of qualified clerical workers 
and stenographers. 


The office says it expects "total 


employment will decline during the 
next two months due to seasonal 
declines in agriculture equipment 
and electrical machinery. How- 
ever, increases in construction and, 
non-manufacturing should relieve 
some of the decline in manufactur- 
ing industries. 


The service says. "Job openings 


will, no doubt, be limited to well- 
qualified workers who have estab- 
lished residence in the area wnere 
the job opening exists." 


From mid-April to June 15, the 


period covered by the report, the 
Employment Service says the job- 
less number increased from 1,200 
to 1,500.

miles from Phenix City to Birming- 
ham to-serve it. Waking the mayor 
he instructed him to dress and 
return to Phenix City with him.

Dr. Sheppard 
Accused of 
Slaying Wife 


Pleads Innocent 
As He Is Placed 
In Village Jail 


BAY VILLAGE, Ohio UP) 


—Maintaining his innocence 
and complaining that his ar- 
rest was unjust, Dr. Samuel 
H. Sheppard was jailed Fri- 
day night on a warrant 
charging him with the mur- 
der of his wife. 


After pleading innocent in Town 


Hall, the tall, 30-year-old osteopath 
was led in handcuffs to his cell. 


"I didn't think it could happen 


in this country." he 
remarked 


about his arrest. 


Mrs. Marilyn Sheppard, an at- 


tractive. 31-year-old e x p e c t a n t 
mother, was found in her blood- 
soaked bed the morning of July 4, 
her face and skull bashed in by 
27 savage blows. 


Urged Arrest 


Since then, Cleveland police—of- 


ficially invited into the case only 
last week—had urged the arrest of 
her husband, a well known figure 
both socially and professionally in 
this swank lakefront suburb. 


Sheppard is charged with first 


degree murder; authorities claim 
the slaying of his wife was pre- 
meditated. 


Miss Susan Hayes, the pretty 24- 


year-old laboratory technician who 
formerly worked in the same Bay 
Village hospital as the doctor, was 
in a d o w n t o w n hotel today, 
watched over by a policewoman. 


She is a possible witness who 


voltintaiily returned to Cleveland 
to tell investigators of her associ- 
ation with the osteopath. County 
Prosecutor Frank T. Cullitan said 
Wednesday she signed a statement 
telling of intimacies with Dr. Shep- 
pard. At the inquest he had flatly 
denied he ever was intimate with 
her. 


Wearing T-Shirt 


Dr. Sheppaid was wearing a 


white T-shirt when he was arrest- 
ed and taken berore Acting Mayor 
Gershom Barber. On the evening 
of July 3, neighbors who had din- 
ner at the Sheppard house saw him 
wearing a white T-shirt, but it had 
disappeared by the next morning. 
He said he could not recall what 
happened to H.

WASHINGTON W> — A 


Senate move to censure Sen. 
McCarthy (R-Wis) won sup- 
port today from Sen. Duff 
(R-Pa), a fervent backer of 
President Eisenhower, but 
Sen. 
Hickenlooper (R-Iowa) 


called it an "utterly improp- 
er approach." 


Duff spoke out in an interview. 


Hickcnlooper expressed his views 
as the Senate formally voted to 
consider the resolution by Sen. 
Flanders (R-Vt). which charge* 
McCarthy with conduct unbecom- 
ing a senator. 


After discussing the subject for 


several hours Friday night, the 
Senate acted formally by voice 
vote today to take up the Flan- 
ders 
resolution. 
Several "no" 


votes were heard. 


Uphill Battle 


Flanders appeared to be facing 


an uphill battle in his censure ef- 
fort, and lengthy debate was ex- 
pected on his motion in the wake 
of charges by Sen. Dirksen (R-I11) 
Friday 
night 
that 
the attack 


against McCarthy is Communist- 
supported. 


Republican leader Knowland of 


California told reporters he plans 
to let the Senate go on to some de- 
cision on the censure proposal 
rather than sidetracking it for oth- 
er pending legislation. 


"I don't know how long it will 


take but this will be the Senate'* 
business until it is disposed of in 
some way," Knowland said. 


But he called for an unusual 


luncheon 
recess—from 10:30 to 


noon (CST), because he said h« 
considered the matter of such im- 
portance that senators should have 
an opportunity to hear all the de- 
bate. 


The senate normally does not 


recess for lunch or dinner, al- 
though individual members are 
free to leave the chamber, at any 
time. 


Start* Slowly 


The morning round started slow- 


ly. 
Only 10 senators, seven Re- 


publicans and three 
Democrats, 


were at their desks for the open- 
ing prayer. The absence of a quo- 
rum was suggested by Knowland, 
and the clerk began calling the 
roll.

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Screening Porch Adds Room 


By MR. FIX 
I 


Roofed-over patios are conven- 


lent additions to today's homes— 
up to a point. That point is reach- 
ed at about the time that flies or 
mosquitoes invade while you're en- 
joying a meal under the roof. 


To carry a pauo's convience be- 


yound that point, and in fact add 
another room for summer living, 
it's easier than you mignt think to 
convert to a screened-in porch. 
The screening not only is a bar- 
rier to insects, but it also affords 
» bit more privacy. 


For the addition of screens, 


most porches need little or no ad- 
ditional supporting 'material, ac- 
cording to the National Lumber 
Manufacturers Association. A rath- 
er common type of porch has a 
roof supported by two 4x4-mch 
comer posts and one or two inter- 
mediate posts. Only a few vertical 
studs are needed to which to at- 
tach screening. 


The home crafstman should take 


advantage of the structural mem 
bers already in place, first check- 
ing to make sure they are in good 
condition. Floors, sills and posts 
should be gone over carefully. Any 
necessary repair work should be 
done before the screening is begun. 


Then a 2\4-uich plate is nailed to 


the floor, directly beneath the roof 
beam. The plate'should extend all 
around the outer edge of the porch, 
except for the door opening. 


If the porch has a wooden deck, 


the plate is nailed through the deck 
into the ground sill. I? the porch 
has a concrete deck, a star drill is 
Used to make holes in the concrete 


GROUND SILL 


holes must then be drilled m the 
2x4 plate so that the bolts will se- 
cure plate to concrete. 


Vertical studs, also 2x4s, are 


framed to the plate and to the 
roof beam. The number of studs 
and space between.them will de- 
pend to some extent upon the 
size of the porch and position of 
roof posts already in place. 


In determining the spacing of 


the studs, remember that stan- 
dard screening widths aie 24, 26, 
28, 30, 32, 36, 42 and 48 inches. 
Plastic screening comes in 60-inch 
widths, as well. 


If ready-made screens are to be 


purchased for the job, check with 
your supplier to learn the sizes 
available before starting the job. 


for expansion bolts. Corresponding j For most porches it is desir- 


able to have the lower portion 
built up with siding material. In 
this case a Ix6-inch horizontal sill 
hould be notched to fit around 
ituds and nailed to a 2x4-mch 
block fastened to each stud. Sill 
should be 30 inches from floor and 
should. slope to the outside. Top 
row of, siding should butt against 
sill.

For the summer cabin, or for 


a back porch where roof-to-floor 
screening is desired, horizontal 
2x4s placed between the studs at 
a height of three feet will piovide 
additional nailing surface for full 
scieemng tacked tightly in place.

legislation, one of Congress' major 
actions on President Eisenhower's 
legislative program this session, 
should boost home building by 10 
to 20 per cent, Sen. Capehart (R- 
Ind) claims. 


Capehart, Senate Banking Com- 


mittee chairman, steered the com- 
promise measure to Senate pas- 
sage Wednesday night by a 59-21 
rollcall vote, thus sending the bill 
to the White House. 


That compromise provision, au- 


thorizing far less than Eisenhower 
recommended, was the main rea- 
son for the 21 "no" votes cast in 
the Senate on the over-all bill. 


The compromise wording allow- 


ing 35,000 public housing units in 
the next year would restrict this 
type of building to families actual- 
ly displaced by federal slum clear- 
ance activities. Eisenhower had 
asked for 140,000 units over the 
next four years, without this re- 
striction, and the Senate originally 
went along on that. But the House £ 
refused to authorize any new pub- 
lic housing when it passed its orig- 
inal bill. 


In other major respects, Cape- 


hart said, the new bill liberalizing 
down payments and extending re- 
payment periods on homes bought 
with 
government-insured 
mort- 


gages followed closely the housing 
proposals Eisenhower sent Con- 
gress early this y,ear. 


Under the bill, a house with an 


FHA-appraised value of $12,000, for 
instance, could have its down pay- 
ment lowered from the present $2,- 
400 to $1.200 if new and $1,650 if

It was covered with 
white and yellow pompon chrysanthemums (paper) 
which Mr. MacKinnon obtained at quite an ex* 
pen&e for those days. My aunt and our family 
friend, then Mis* Alice Newman of Inlet (now 
Mrs. Henry Eissnef of Aurora), rode in the back 
neat. All occupant* were dressed in white and 
the women held white umbrellas, and wore the 
large hats of that time.

working at age 65 and start 
drawing; social security.

start when you retire after age 
6.5 and come and apply for them. 
If you continue to work or en- 
gasre in self-employment until 
you reach age 73 the social se- 
curity payments will begin at 
age 75 rcsardless of whether you 
retire at age 75 or not. However, 
you mu^t come and apply for 
benefits when you reach age "5 
if jou continue to work until 
that ace. 
QUESTION: I'm 35 years old 


now and have worked under social 
security every since it started. My 
wife is 32 years old and we have 
three children. Would they get any 
good from my social security if I 
should die? 


ANSWER: If you have worked 


as much as jnu say you are defi- 
nitely co\ered or insured under 
virinl security. Sinee «soeial *f- 
riirity i« survivor* insurance as 
well a« a retirement program 
jour wife and children will be 
eligible for tnSnthly payment*.

A total of 19 pirls in Lee County are enrolled in the new home econ- 


omics project Plan and Prepare Meals featuring Pastry. . Attending 
some recent local achievement days of 4-H clubs it has been a real 
thrill to see firls manipulating and handing pastry with great ease. 
At county joint demonstration night Martha Kitson, Dixon, made a one 
crust pie, and Mary Pierce, Rochelle, made a graham cracker pie 
crust. At a recent meeting of Steward Sunnysiders 
Judith Ewald very quickly showed us how to make 
a two-crust peach pie. 


Many of our-4-Hers have found that the paste me- 


thod has been a good method of putting together the 
pastry mixture. It is. one of the many directions 
found in the 4-H members handbook. Use (2) cups 
sifted all purpose flour, (1) teaspoon salt, 2-3 cup 
lard, and 5-6 tablespoons of cold water. 


In this paste method you sift salt and flour to- 


gether and take out1^ cup flour and mix with water 
to form paste. Cut fat into remaining flour until 
the pieces are the size of peas. Add flour paste to fat-flour mixture. 
Mix lightly and form into a ball and let dough stand (5) minutes. 


Roll out on a lightly floured can- 


vas. Roll dough with short strokes 
fiom the center to outer edge us- 
ing a light quick motion. Be care- 
ful not to roll over the edge. Press 
on a different pait of the dough 
each time. Lift from board occa- 
sionally. Roll about J-g inch thick 
and slightly larger than pan to be 
used. 


You may roll your dough be- 


tween two pieces of waxed paper. 
This way np flouring of a board 
or cloth is needed. Many women

Week. Children living on a farm 
are lucky. They have a lot of op- 
portunities and privileges that the 
city youngster doesn't have. Our 
safety specialists tell us that farm- 
ing is the third most hazardous 
occupation, so the farm is far from 
the ideal place to bring up a fam- 
ily unless -we are ever conscious 
of practicing rules of safety. 


Machinery accidents, accidents 


with animals and falls are the main 
causes of fatalities for farm chil- 
dren. Keep safety always in mind. 
Here are a few rules for example: 


1. Provide a well-equipped play 


area for small children. 


2. Supervise their play — know 


where the small child is.

4. Wait until the child is old

Is Problem 
Of Summer 


One of summer's food problems 


is 
preventing ». food 
poisoning. 


Enough toxins to cause food poison- 
ing may develop at a temperature 
of 100 degrees F. in four to five 
hours, warns a specialist in the 
Department of Food Technology, 
University of Illinois. 


Oliver W. Kaufmann points out 


that one bacterium kept at body 
temperature (98 degrees F.) for 
24 hours can multiple "5 billion 
times. By contrast, a bacterium 
kept at refrigerator 
temperature 


(50 degrees F.) multiplies only 500 
times. And once bacteria start to 
multiply, even low temperatures 
won't stop them. Hot weather in- 
creases 
bacterial 
growth 
and 


makes proper refrigeration of food 
doubly important. 


Off-flavors 
in 
food 
develop 


when the bacterial count is over 10 
million. The food might even be 
poisonous at this count. Milk, for 
instance, will become stringy and 
develop a sour flavor, and other 
food products may become slimy 
and de.velop a bad odor.

Is Tapped 


Big Deposits in 
Wilderness Heads 
Toward U.S. Mills 


SEPT ILES, Que. UP)— Iron ore 


from newly tapped veins on the 
Quebec-Labrador border b e g a n 
funneling toward American steel 
mills today. 


Millions of tons will follow. Ex- 


perts say it may take 50 to 100 
years to get out all the ore that 
lies in the rust-tinged hills barely 
a thousand airline ^miles northeast 
of New York. 


Basic Stuff 


This Iron ore is the basic stuff 


that is converted into iron, steel 
and then motor cars or other prod- 
ucts. There is about 55 per cent 
Iron in the ore Uiat has been piling 
up the last month at the docks of 
this St. Lawrence River port. 
brought here on a railroad built 
just for that purpose. The railroad 
takes 357 miles, through some of 
the wildest territory in North 
America, to get from the open-pit 
mines to dockside here. , 


Today the first consignment is 


being made to the mills. The ore 
is being loaded into a 20,000 ton 
freighter for shipment out the St. 
Lawrence and down the Atlantic 
Coast to Philadelphia. It is going 
to five steel makers—Republic, 
National, Armco. Wheeling, and 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube. They, 
in concert with the M. A. Hanna 
Co. of Cleveland and the Hollinger 
Consolidated Gold Mines, Ltd.. con- 
trol the Iron Ore Co. of Canada 
developers of this 250 million dol- 
lar Canadian ore project. 


In Wilderness 


The ore is produced at Knob 


Lake in an area that has little to 
recommend it except fishing and 
iron deposits. There are no roads 
through the miles of muskeg- 
mossy bogs—that surround Knob 
Lake. It took three years to build 
the single track railroad. 


A ton of ore is worth $7 or $8 at 


dockside here. This year 
only 


about I's million tons will be 
scooped up and brought here. By 
1956, the Iron Ore Co. hopes to be 
moving 10 million tons a year, 
equal to about a seventh of the 
annual output from the famous 
Mesabi Range--in Minnesota, which 
is beginning to be depleted. 


When the St. Lawrence Seaway 


is completed much of the ore 
shipped from here will go up the 
St. Lawrence rather than out to 
sea.

About $240 was repaid on Red 
CROSS loans this year, as compar- 
ed to 557.90 last year.

Priest Tells 
Of Service 
To Indians

PINE RIDGE, S. D. <*)—"I al- 


ways like the sprirt of these peo- 
ple." 


In this simple sentence the Rev. 


Stephen E. McNamara. who calls 
himself an "ecclesiastical hobo," 
sums up 30 years of service to the 
American Indian. 


To thousands of Indians here on 


the largest reservation of the Sioux 
nation, the Jesuit priest, now in 
his 80th year, is known as "Sina 
Sapa" or "Black Blanket," from 
the color of his cassock. Others 
affectionately call him " The fath- 
er from the blue cloudland." 


For more than a quarter of a 


century "Father Mac" has bap- 
tized them, ^married them and 
buried them. In the Holy Rosary 
Mission School he has labored 
mightly to teach their children 
white man's lore to make them 
self-sufficient, the love of God and 
to make them happy. 


Respects Them 


Like most people who come to 


know 
American Indians well. 


Father Mac has a deejp respect 
for them and a protective feeling 
toward them. 


His fine blue eyes harden, and 


an indignant note creeps into his 
soft voice when he speaks of those 
he feels expect the Indians to 
progress at a rate beyond their 
ability. 


"No people in all history have 


moved up from a savage status to 
modern civilization in one genera- 
tion," he said. "It will take time. 


"It seems to me it is the policy 


of the government now to write 
them off. and they are not ready 
yet. It will be a long time before 
the Indian will be able to compete 
on equal terms in the white man's 
world, particularly the way the 
white man's world is going now. 


"Why, there are still Indians 


alive who virtually were born in 
the stone age and yet they have 
grandchildren in college." 


Poorer Than Poorest 


Father Mac has roved in the 


performance of his fath farther 
than the old Sioux wandered for 
food. Born in Keokuk, Iowa, he 
studied at St. Mary's. Kan., taught 
at St. Lohs University and spent 
five years with the Arapho In- 
dians in Wyoming before coming 
to the Pine Ridge Reservation. 


He is poorer than the poorest 


Sioux, too. Under the Jesuit vow 
of poverty he may own no earthly 
possession—not even the shoes he 
walks in—and must serve wherever 
he is sent 


"It is no surprise party," said 


father Mac cheerfully. 


"I'll get a cheap coffin and six 


feet on the hill when I'm through. 
But you know what this work is 
when you go into it. 


"If I had it to do over again. I'd

WASHINGTON (ff>—The Weather 


Bureau expects that the Central 
Plains aiea, where July tempera- 
tures have been abnormally high, 
will have about normal weather in 
August. 


It issued this long range weather 


outlook Friday: 


"The Weather Buieau's 30-day 


outlook for August calls for tem- 
peratures averaging above season- 
al normalg over the western third 
of the nation and also in the Middle 
and North Atlantic states. 


"Below normal temperatures are 


indicated in the Upper Mississippi 
Valley and Great Lakes region and 
along the Gulf Coast. 


"Near normal temperatures are 


predicted in the remainder of the 
country including the C e n t r a l 
Plains where July temperatures 
were abnormally high. 


"Precipitation amounts are ex- 


pected to be subnormal over the 
western half of the nation but nor- 
mal or above normal rains are 
anticipated east of the Mississippi 
except for subnormal rains along 
the Atlantic Seaboard north of Vir- 
ginia."
